"I haven't gotten over it yet," 


the 46-year-old Racine, Wis., offi- 
cer told the ll-man military court 
trying him. "I have spent many 
sleepless nights thinking up plans 
if I ever again meet Kim under 
different circumstances." 


Fleming was a prisoner of war 


for three years. 


Kim is Col. Kim Dong Suk, the 


North Korean who commanded 
Camp 12, where Fleming was pris- 
on compound leader. Fleming has 
testified that Kim kept prisoners at 
this camp half-starved and without 
medical care while he sought to 
"soften up" prisoners. 


Snaps Out Answers 


The white-haired defendant, a 


career officer, has testified that 
Kim finally succeeded in forcing 
Fleming and other POWs to take 
part in Red political broadcasts. 


Fleming, at the time of his cap- 


tui*e, was serving as adviser to a 
Republic of Korea Division. 


Normally mild-mannered, Flem- 


ing" snapped out answers on cross- 
examination by Lt. Col. John Prit- 
chard, the Army prosecutor. 


Fleming told of taking the role 


of announcer on one specific tape- 
recorded broadcast after his cap- 
tors had promised to get him med- 
icine for a serious attack of dysen- 
tery if he would cooperate. 


Fleming said he was told his 


only part in the broadcast would 
be to announce in English the titles 
of numbers to be played on a. musi- 
cal program. Fleming testified he 
agreed, provided his name would 
not be used. He said his condition 
was such that he had to be helped 
to a house near the compound 
where the broadcast was prepared. 


Difficult to Judge 


Fleming was excused from the 


witness stand after testifying for 
the fourth consecutive day. 


The defense introduced a depo- 


sition from Maj. Gen. William F. 
Dean, also a prisoner of the Reds, 
who confirmed published articles 
he wrote after his repatriation 
about his experiences in Korea. 


attempts to get him to sign various 
statements including a demand 
that the United Nations stop bomb- 
ing what the Retis described as 
"our innocent villages." 


Dean related that he refused to 


sign the statements but agreed to 
write a letter to the late Gen. Wal- 
ton Walker in which he stated "I 
urge you to impress upon the Air 
Force the necessity to confine our 
air attacks to military targets."

Quemoy, a Testing Ground? 


Headlines these days suggest pretty furious activity 


between the Nationalist and the Communist Chinese around 
'the small islands off the mainland coast of China, The ef- 
fect could be misleading if military operations there are not 
kept in perspective. 


The Reds may well be in the preliminary stages of an 


invasion attempt against Quemoy, an island some seven 
miles from the mainland. The island has long been oc- 
cupied by the Nationalists, and used by them as a base for 
hit-and-run raids against the mainland. 


These raids have harassed the Communists ceaselessly, 


and it would not be surprising if they should now be mount- 
ing an attack designed to wipe out the base.

Naturally the Nationalists are unwilling to abandon 


ihis desirable vantage point \vithout a fight. Their spirit- 
ed air and sea assault against the Red mainland and island 
bases near Quemoy is the measure of the importance they 
attach to their outpost. 


But this is not war on a big scale, nor is it necesarily a 


prelude to Red attack on the far more important strategic 
prize of Formosa, the big Nationalist-held island 100 miles 
off the Chinese shore. 


The Reds can try and may succeed in capturing tiny 


Quemoy with a vast asortment of junks and other vulner- 
able craft, despite Nationalist defense. To take on Formoa, 
with the TJ. S. Seventh Fleet standing patrol duty close by, 
is something else. There is no evidence the Reds are pre- 
pared yet even to attempt a sneak assault there by sea. 
Only the Russian Navy could give them the support they 
need for such an attack.

As a theoretical matter, the idea of an airborne attack 


cannot be ruled out. 
But the chances are that Red China 


is not now equipped nor is its military manpower trained 
for that kind of offensive. 


So blows against Quemoy, however loudly they are 


heralded, no not signal the start of a broader offensive 
against the big target, Formosa. Possibly their only value 
as a prelude would be to guage the character and effective, 
ness of the Nationalist defense at Quemoy. If that defense 
is rugged, the Reds may think a long lime before trying to 
remove the painful Formoa thorn in their side.

the Democrats wish Cooper could come back to the Senate 
next year, but they wouldn't want Dear Alben to lose. 


Too bad there isn't some way to assure good distribu- 


tion of political talent. As you look over the national land- 
scape, you can see some pretty barren stretches.

The Doctor Says; 


Bed Rest Recommended for 
Whooping Cough Victims 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


With opening: of the schools the 


risk of whooping: cough rises rapid- 
ly. A single child with whooping 
cough entering school can spread 
the disease to most of the rest. 


Children from on* to 10 years 


old are most likely to be attacked, 
but older children, adults and in- 
fants under «x _ weeks old can 
catch it. In infants and old people 
It is particularly serious. Vomiting 
often accompanies whooping cough 
and when Uny children get the di- 
sease they may become starved 
and thin simply because they are 
not getting enough food. 


The time between exposure and 


appearance of symptoms varies 
from four to 20 days, but is usually 
about 10. At first the symptoms 
seem like an ordinary cold, with 
Slight fever, running nose, watering 
eyes, and slight cough. 


After a week or 10 days the cough 


begins to become worse and the 
typical paroxysms set in. The fit 
of coughing usually begins with a 
genes of 15 to 20 forced short 
coughs without any breaths in be- 
tween. The child may get blue in 
the face and then take a deep 
breath of air when sounds like a 
whoop. 
Several fits of coughing may come 
one after the other until a small 
amount of sticky mucus i* coughed 
up which may bnng temporary re-

The coughing 
spells place the lungs under severe 
strain. Pneumonia can develop, 
asthma, bronchitis, and other lung

should be kept away from others 
who might become infected. Rest 
in bed, good nursing care, and spe- 
cial attention to the nutrition, espe- 
cially if there is vomiting, is neces- 
sary. Most doctors believe that the 
vaccine against whooping cough 
will give active immunity and pro- 
tection to children. It is usually 
best to begin these injections be- 
fore the child is six months old or 
at least not later. 


Those of us who have had whoop- 


ing cough can usuallv remember 
the unpleasant episodes even if it 
occurred quite early in childhood.

ment proposition; the Constitutional 'Amendment Propo- 
sitions as well as the Candidates of your choice? If you 
do you had better read and act if necessary, on the 
following: 
1. If you have not registered for voting under the Permanent 


Registration act, be sure to do so at once at the office of the Coun- 
ty Clerk in the Court House in Dixon. 


2. All young men and women who have attained the age of 


21 since April 13. 1954, or who will reach the age of 21 on or be- 
fore November 2nd, 1954, and have not registered must do so at 
once. 


3. All registered voters who have changed residence from 


one location to another within the same precinct or from one 
precinct or township to another within the county must have reg- 
istration transferred to new location by making application at the 
County Clerk's office in person. 


4. Registration cards cannot be transferred from one county 


to another. When a registered voter moves from one county to 
another, they must registered anew in the county where they 
now reside. 


5. Any registered voter who changed his or her name by 


marriage or otherwise is required to register anew. 


6. All men or women -who have been discharged or are still 


in military or naval service must register unless they had regis- 
tered prior to entering service or while in service, and their ad- 
dress is the same as when previously registered. 


7. Qualifications of a voter are that they must be citizens 


(native born or naturalized), of the age of 21 on or before Novem- 
ber 2nd, 1954, a resident of the state one year, the county ninety 
days, and the election precinct, thirty days and REGISTERED.
